I expect from them 


until a new organization of the Ger- 
man empire exists that they will aid 
those who effectively hold the tower 
In Germany to protect the German 
paople against the menacing danger 
of anarchy, famine and foreign doml- 
nltion.

with 


searchlights darting here and there. 
You hear the Hun's motor getting 
lower and lower and suddenly you 
hear the pieces of bursted shrapnel 
falling about you. Nothing can re- 
lieve you of yqur situation. Some of 
us are lucky enough to have dug- 
outs but not all. Soon you hear the 
hum of the plane getting dimmer 
and dimmer until you can not hear 
it at all. 
You turn over with a 


curse and a prayer and go to sleep 
before you get to hearing another 
on& coming, EO if you get hit you 
won't know anything about it. 


BLEW OFF HAND. 


Luck has been with us and no one 
as yet has been hurt, only our top 
sergeant yesterday was ont explor- 
ing some old German dugouts for 
quarters 
for us. He happened to 


pull a wire, or. rattier, walked Into 
the wire, and tp his surprise he had 
set off a German trap, and an ex- 
plosion followed, and it blew off his 
left hand to his wrist. We took him 
to the hospital. Outside of losing his 
hand, he didn't get a scratch. I feel 
sorry for him, as It begins to look 
like we y>il] soon be going home. He 
is from St. Paul, Minn., and a dandy 
fellow. His name is John E. Devan 
and lias always been our top kicker. 


"l"ou spoke about registering. If 


you decide to get in the army, go 
to some officers' training school and 
t'et a commission. Don't wait to be 
drafted, as they might send you any 
place they decide is best to their 
liking. Sometimes I have wished I 
had been more ambitious Instead of 
patriotic, but when I do get home I 
can look every one in tha face and 
say I have done my bit, and was not 
drafted, and I will owe no one any 
apology, either, and will be glad, and 
Rm glad I enlisted when I did. There- 
fore I do not want any stripes on my 
arms, only service stripes. 
I have 


one of them now and will soon have 
another if it does not soon end, and 
that can't come any too soon to suit 
rne, either. 
I know the folks are 


worrying about me, but just look at 
the other millions ot mothers and 
brthers and wives that are In the 
same situation, so be brave and do 
your bit there and do not worry over 
mo, for I'm cafe unless we happen 
to S'et a direct hit, and of course, 
that is not an impossibility, but don't 
worry over me, for I intend to re- 
turn to dear Old States as soon as 
"Undo Sam says I can.

I was 
out prowling around and ran right 
into him, had dinner with him, and 
must say a great visit, talking about

since we landed over here. He said 
he had lost several of the boys, but 
in the right way. I feel so sorry for 
their poor mothers, for they are 'the 
ones who have paid the awful price 
in this crusade for humanity. The 
toll may be great, but our reinforce- 
ments reach clear back to the good 
old U. S., and if every one lends to 
the billions to help the millions over 
here, the victory will be complete 
and we will soon be on that honor- 
able homeward voyage.
